An annual grant of £1000 for 
five vears to the Empire Cotton 
Growing committee; strengthening 
of the agricultural departments of 
the British colonies and protecto- 
rates, 
research institute; creation of read- 
erships at universities; foundation 
of a bureau for the interchange of 
information on cotton growing: 
control over essential mat- 
ters connected with cotton growing; 
authorizing local associations of 
the cotton growing association to 
act as agents of the Empire Cotton 
Growing committee in marketing 
the crops. Funds to be provided by 
the treasury would come from loca) 
revenues of cotton growing areas 
and from the cotton industry itself. 

The report of the committee said 
the cotton industry in the empire 
drew four-fifths of its supplies 
from the United States, and ex- 
pressed the belief it was dangerous 
to be dependent so largely on the 
climatic vagaries of one portion of 
the world. The white paper also 
pointed out that the United States is 
year an increasing 
proportion of its own cotton crops 
for home consumption. 

Since July, 1917, the situation 
with respect to the cotton industry 
has become wofse, the report stated, 
and there was said to be evidence of 
an world shortage of the commodity. 
Notwithstanding this condition, the 
committee said: “We are confident 
that if proper methoda were taken 
is possible to grow within the 
a very large proportion of 
the cotton it requires.” 

The problem of adequate develop- 
ment of the emplre’s cotton ree 
sources was said to be dependent 
on the acquisition of necessary 
the supply of capable 
establishment of efficient ar- 
rangements for controlling growing 
cotton crops and marketing, ard the 
provision of necessary money.

mine deaths. in. Chicago within the 


twenty-four-hour period ending at 
$ a. mj. ddcording to reports to the 
health department today. The num- 
ber of new influenza cases mount- 
ed to 2,226, a new high mark for 
a twenty-four-hour period. Pneu- 
monia cases also increased; 237 be- 
ing reported.

Washington, January 22.—An- 
nouncement that the Mexican gov- 
ernment has granted provisional 
permits to American petroleum pro- 


ducers to resume drilling, the per-

London, January 22.—The Prince 
of Wales was the guest at a large 
and enthusiastic dinner ‘of the Pil- 
grims. More than 300 persons were 
presented. The prince made a 
speech ,partly serious, partly hum- 
orous. With some modesty he de- 
livered personal touches here and 
there,and had a clamorous reception.

RACE TROUBLE CAUSES 
CALL FOR U 8. TROOPS 


Dimas, Ark., January 22.—A 
tachment of 128 federal soldiers 
from Camp Pike, Ark., Governor 
Charles E. Brough and large parties 
of officers and possemen from near- 
by towns arrived here early today 
to take charge of a race situation 
arising from an alleged attack on a 
deputy sheriff by armed negroes at 
a settlement here late yesterday. 

Although apprehensive, local of- 
ficials said they were of the opinion 
the trouble would be confined to this 
district. 

The federal troops, six officers 
and 122 men, were ordered here from 
Camp Pike after Governor Brough 
had conferred with departmenal 
headquarters at Charleston, S. C. 

According to reports today the 
disturbances started when J. H. 
Breedlove, a deputy sheriff, and two 
white companions went into the 
negro settlement to arrest a negro 
charged with stealing hogs. Armed 
negroes, it was said, demanded the 
prisoner’s release and when Breed- 
love refused opened fire. Breedlove 
returned the fire and with his com- 
panions withdrew to get reinforce- 
ments, according to reports. Short- 
ly afterwards the wires leading to 
Dumas from the negro settlement 
were cut. 

Dumas is a village of 500 inhabi- 
tants in the southeastern part of the 
state. The district where the trouble 
took place is isolated and the only 
white residents are planters and 
their families and a few crews of 
small sawmills. The negroes are 
said tu outnumber the whites about 
thirty to one. 

Dumas is about sixty miles south- 
west of Elaine, Ark., scene of a 
negro uprising last October when a 
number of persons were killed be-

“The World War Pied

Washington, January 22.— The 
public statements of Secretary 
Baker and General Bliss, the news 
from London and Paris, the reports 
arriving from eastern Europe all 
agree in the essential fact that 
the Russian menace has become 
acute in the extreme. All this in- 
formation, moreover, serves to con- 
firm the stream of reports, official 
and otherwise, which has been 
flowing into the capital for many 
weeks. Whatever political Wash- 
ington thinks, diplomatic and mili- 
tary Washington knows that the 
world is on the edge of a new 
struggle. 

The sudden awakening in Great 
Britain excites more than passing 
interest and just a little amuse- 
ment. Lloyd George, like President 
Wilson, showed himself at Paris 
little friendly to the Polish cause. 
His idea in the peace conference 
seemed to be that Poland should 
be sacrificed to a determined effort 
to seek some basis of reconcilia- 
tion with Germany. But new, at 
Iast, George has suddenly appreci- 
ated the fact clear to all continen- 
tal statesmen from the start, that 
Poland was the key of the whole 
eastern situation. ‘ 

It was the endeavor of French 
diplomacy to erect a Poland which 
would be able to defend itself 
lagainst Rusisa and against Ger- 
many, to block Russian invasion of 
middie Europe and German pene- 
tration of Poland. The French saw 
clearly that the balance of power 
of Europe had been destroyed by 
the collapse of Russia and that Po- 
land alone could redress the bal- 
ance and reoccupy its historic po- 
sition as the sentinel of western 
civilization aiike along the Vistula 
and above the Danube, in the lat- 
ter case taking up the old role of 
Sobieski. 

The French plan was thwarted 
by British and American policy. 
British and American policy was, 
in turn, inspired by a vague and 
ill-considered idealism on the one 
hand and by the apparent unwil- 
lingness of the people of the United 
States and Great Britain to under- 
take a new military operation, a 
campaign against Russia. 

First Chance Lost. 

As a result cf this course at Paris 
the first chance to defeat bolshe- 
vism was lost. It was possible a 


vear ago to have crushed the dan- 
ger within Russian frontiers, us- 
ing as the chief weapon the anti- 
bolshevist elements in the nation, 
which were in arms under Kolchak 
and Denikin. We have lost Russia 
itself in the last vear, and the Rus- 
sian problem now enters a second 
phase. 


In the second rlace the question 
will be whether we can stop the 
Russian revolution at the frontiers 


by using the border races. All 
along the European frontiers’. of 
Russia are races, in part brought 
under Russian rule during the Ro- 
manoff regime, but hostile to the 
Russians and eager to achieve na- 
tional existence. These races are 
the Finns, the Esthonians, the Li- 
thuanians, the Letts, the Poles, the 
Rumanians. In addition there are 
the Ukrainians. In the same way 
there are other races between the 
Black and Caspian seas. 

If the west chooses to support 
these border races, mostly by 
money, but not impossibly men may 


be required also, the Russian dan- 
ger may be stopped at the Russian 
frontier. But if this effort fails, 
then we shall have the circum- 
stances of the French revolution re- 
produced, we shall have a Russian 
flood breaking into chaotic middle 


Europe as the French wave did, 
and meeting ther the Germans, 
equally hostile to the west.

In addition the British are 
threatened by the extension of bol- 
shevist effort to Asia. All the old 


Kipling literature, all the old le- 
gends of “the bear that walks like 
a man,” become contemporary as)! 
the bolshevists approach the fron- 
tiers of Afghanistan. India be- 
comes the objective of the enemy 
and this takes place at a moment 
when India is at least shaken by 
domestic unrest. 


Does Not Stop With India. 
Nor does the thing stop with the 
menace to India. The bolshevists 
are striking hands with the Turks, 


and the result“of any bargain must 
be the entrance of Russian troops 
into Asia Minor, the advance 
against Constantinople, against 
Syria, against Egypt. Moreover the 
Arab world is stirring against the 
Anglo-French occupation of Meso- 
potamia and Syria and ‘Egyptian un- 
rest is notorious. 


Bolshevism then finds in central 
Europe and in Asia precisely the 
conditions which must serve its 


ends best, if it can reach the 
country toward which its armies 
are tending. Today the only prob- 
lem is whether the first blow will 
fall in Asia or in Europe, against 
\Great Britain or against Poland, but 
oth blows are légical circumstances 
in the bolshevist plan. 


The statesmen who declined to 
believe a year ago that there was 
any danger in bolshevism and for- 


bade their governments to send 
troops to Archangel and the Baltic 
provinces, are beginning to per- 
ceive now that there can be no 
compromise with a1n enemy who 
daily extends his frontiers and 
hardens his heart against any 
peace with what he conceives to 
be a doomed economic and political 
system. . 

It is becoming clear that the 
golden opportunity was lost at 
Paris, chiefly through American 


and British blindness, that the sec- 
ond and possibly the last chance to 
limit the storm will be lost if l’o- 
land is destroyed. While Poland 
stands the west has an effective 
army and a natural geographical 
bulwark against the Red peril, so 
far as Europe is concerned. When 
Poland falls, if it does, there will 
be nothing between the Vistuia and 
the Rhine to bar the Russian ad- 
vance, save only the German, and 
the German may ally’ himself with 
the Russian, for the time being, in 
order to destroy his recent n- 
querors before at last conquering 
hts Russian neighbors. 


A new war is breaking in Europe 
and in Asia, hardly less gigantic 
than the recent world war. Fortu- 
nately, at the last, the truth is be- 
ginning to be appreciated in London 
and in Washington, where blind- 
ness in the recent past-nas almost 
lost the contest in advance. In my 
judgment American troops will have 
to return to Europe within the next 
two years if Polan@’ is unable to 
withstand the bolshevist onset this 
spring. 

Actually the German phase of 
the world war has been terminated 
by the actual application of the 


treaty of Versailles, but-automati- 
cally we are entering the same 
phase, the Russian; and if German 
militarism barely missed overturr- 
ing our democratic system is it not 
conceivable that it so weakens it 
as to cripple it almost fatally at 
the moment when the deadly peril 
of bolshevism arrives?

Save the Wrapped—Ill. ; 
The Skin and the Ductless Glands. 
Several times I have mentioned 
in this column the successful treat- 
ment of cases of persistent pruritis, 
which is one of our. impressive 
medical words meaning, in this in- 
stanee, itching without visible 
cause, by appropriate ductless gland 
extracts. I mention such things re- 
luctantly, however, because it al- 
ways means a shower of inquiries 
for further details and I have no 
further details to offer. It is for the 
individual’s physician to decide 
which, whether or how much duct- 
less gland substance shall be ad- 
ministered. 

Following are some other charac- | 
teristic skin_conditions due to hy- | 
pothryoidism. There goes another 
whopper of a medical term; it 
insufficiency of 
the thyroid gland. The reader {s 
cautioned that thyroid gland prepa- 
rations are exceedingly powerful 
two-edged swords which no layman 
can safely experiment with. 

1, The sk of the palms is dry, 
the natural lines deeper than usual, 
and perhaps fissured. 

2. The skin over the covered por- 
tions of the body is-often dry, scur- 
fy, and of a peculiar sallow-gray 
color. On the legs it feels rough, 
rasp-like, and may be gcaly like 
dandrutf. The elbows and Knees 
particularly, show a scurfy condi- 
tion. 

3. In the hollows just above the 
collar bones are peculiar pads, not 
of fat, but firmer or more resilient 
deposits Sometimes similar thick- 
enings or pads are found in the 
skin in other places. | 

4. Often there is a dull purplish 
flush on the skin of the nose and 
cheeks curving down to the corners 
of the mouth and studded with fine 
scaly papules. 

6. The eyebrows are thin espe- 
cially toward the temples. The hair 
thins out noticeably about the tem- 
les. 

7. The complexion 
dirty, inclined to 
Sskimmed-milk gray. 

8. The skin is too dry—that fs, ‘t 
lacks oil; therefore the individual 
has a hard time trying to keep com- 
fortably._ warm. 

Since the functional integrity of 
the ductléss glands is a perquisite 
of youth, and functional insufficien- 
cies of the ductless glands mean 
senility, the skin abnormalities 
mentioned are those commonly no- 
ticed im young adults with prema- 
turely aged skins. When premature 
old age thus manifests itself some- 
thing, in the way of ductless gland 
feeding under the direction of the 
physician will usually stay the pro- 
gress and often actually back up 
old Time in his flight.
